County Food Administrator Benson 
stated this morning that he will mak< 
an effort to get the special ice com­ 
mittee together for the purpose of dig­ 
ging into the situation here and prob­ 
ing numerous complaints and rumors 
regarding the handling of the ice busi­ 
ness here. The subject of short weights 
will enter into the discussion now, as 
well as an appeal from the decision 
of the district food adm inistrator. 
h urthermore, ice wagons 
should 
carry scales and weigh the ice as it 
is delivered to the customers. 
Mr. Benson himself is a consumer 
of ice. 
He states that last summer 
he bought ice at the platform at 30 
cents per IOO pounds, $6 a ton, and 
took it home in his car. This year he 
is charged 50 cents per IOO at the 
platform, the same as is charged from 
the delivery wagons, yet the quoted 
price in IOO pound lots at the plat­ 
form is 45 cents. For the accommoda­ 
tion of a neighbor a few evenings ago 
he purchased and paid for 20 pounds 
of ice, took it to her house in his car 
in just four minutes by his watch, so 
there was small chance 
of meltage. 
The ice was weighed and found to be 
13 pounds, or a little more than half 
the quantity that had been paid for. 
Another lady complained to the boy 
driver about the size of two chunks 
of ice supposed to weigh 30 pounds, 
and upon weighing it found it con­ 
tained just 21 pounds.

German to Be a “Dead” 
Language. 


Not much German is going to be I 
taught in the institutions of learning 
in this country during the 
coming 
school sessions, for two reasons. 
In 
the first place the demand for German 
as a study is about non-existent urn! 
in the second place it is not going 
to be offered very extensively, If we 
wipe out Germany as a nation there 
won’t be much use for German as a 
practical study, and its use will then 
be confined to those students of sci­ 
ence and literature who will employ it 
as a convenience in study and not as 
a spoken language, much as the Greek 
is used. The modern Greek is not so 
greatly different from the ancient, but 
the decline and shrinkage of the Greek 
nation has had the effect of classing 
the language with the so-called dead 
languages.

believe th eir enactm ent will prove of 
m aterial benefit to the people and 
save the state much money. 
“ W ith the railroads under federal 
control, the railroad commission has 
practically nothing to do, so th a t it 
could easily assum e the discharge of 
the highw ay departm ent w ork.” 
As to the abolishm ent of the de­ 
p artm ent of agriculture, Judge Mc­ 
Cord said th at the work now being 
done in th a t departm ent can be easily 
done by the extension departm ent of 
the A gricultural and M echanical col­ 
lege a t B ryan and thus save the state 
m any thousands of dollars. The .-.ame 
m ay be said of the w arehouse 
and 
m arketing 
departm ent. 
He 
further 
added, however, th a t there is 
now 
nothing to store in w arehouses, for as 
fast as farm products are produced 
they are quickly sold, and a t good 
prices. 
“ I shall naturally m eet w ith con­ 
siderable opposition to the abolishm ent 
of these two departm ents,” continued 
Judge McCord, “ but I shall certainly 
push them in the interest of conserva­ 
tion and economy. 
My vagrancy bill 
will provide th a t 
all male persons 
shall be put to w-ork by the state un­ 
less it can be shown conclusively that 
such persons are engaged in 
some 
useful occupation.” 
Judge McCord also asserted th a t he 
will introduce a concurrent resolution 
requiring all state departm ents to em ­ 
ploy women as clerks in all 
cases 
w here a woman is capable of doing 
the work. 
This would release a num 
ber of men for some other occupation 
essential to the winning of the war.

Estelle Dickson, negro cook at the 
home of Ed Hall, was murdered after 
midnight Saturday 
morning. 
The 
cause of death was a broken neck, sup­ 
posed to have been produced by a 
blow with the fist on the chin of the 
woman during a struggle in the ser­ 
vant’s house. 
A post mortem exami­ 
nation conducted by the county health 
officer, Dr. I*. N. Kaysor, upon in­ 
structions from District Attorney V\ . 
C. Davis and County Judge Maloney, 
established the fact that her neck was 
broken. 
The condition of her tx,.: 
and the room indicated that a struggle 
had taken place. 
The hour is asian 
lished by young ladies sleeping on the 
sleeping porches at both the places of 
Mr. Hall and Major Mclnms, 
who 
stated that they heard sounds, while 
they were half asleep, which 
they 
thought were about 4 o clock in the 
morning. 
Judge Davis went to the servant s 
house early Saturday morning imme­ 
diately after the m atter hat! been re­ 
ported to him. 
He did not make un 
examination of the body' but called in 
Dr. S. C. Richardson, who made 
a 
hasty examination, found a severe cut 
over the right eye and ascertains n 
that no attem pt had been made at 
criminal assault, thereby determining 
that death did not ensue from ti. 
blow over the eye. Judge Davis told 
Justice of the Reace Gainer that he 
was not staisfied with conditions but 
that any sort of a verdict to allay sus­ 
picion until a further investigation 
could be made, would be Hath luctorv. 
Hence the report was given uu. 
death ensued from natural 
causes. 
This was further supported by the fact 
that she w as a gourmand, had had sev 
eral colic attacks from over eating and 
might have fallen in one of these in 
such manner as to produce 
death. 
Other facts, however, dissipated the 
theory. 
Ed Scott, the negro 
who took charge of the body, suited 
to Judge Davis that the 
body con­ 
tained many bruises and when 
he 
called in the embalmer, R. M. Walker, 
who felt convinced that the neck was 
broken, as the head could be twisted 
in many directions, the usual rigor 
following death not being 
present 
there. 
Mr. Walker also found that 
the right shoulder had been dislocated 
and there were numerous bruises on 
the body. 
Judge Davis called in Dr. 
E. W. Thompson and together they 
went to the house where the body hail 
been taken, 
they made a thorough 
examination, finding not only 
evi­ 
dences that the neck was broken, but 
that there w’ere bruises on the back, 
under the left breast, over the right 
breast, across the back of the neck, 
on the left arm and legs, and the 
right elbow was abrased. The bruises 
and cuts may have been inflicted with 
a club. 
There was a mark on the 
throat that might indicate an attempt 
at choking. It was quite evident that 
she had been beaten and maltreated. 
Upon finding that the neck had evi 
dently been broken he telephoned Dr. 
Raysor to arrange to hold a post mor 
tem examination Sunday morning. 
Dr. Rayor went no further in the 
post mortem examination than to cut 
into the spinal region and ascertai 
that the neck had been dislocated at 
the base of the brain, a tact in itself 
sufficient to cause death. 
Meanwhile the case hail been put ii 
the hands of Sheriff Nunn, who i 
working on such clues as the circum­ 
stances afford, and these are not man\ 
and rather slim. 
Judge Davis, in his investigations 
found the woman lying in fron 
fireplace in the servants’ house, en­ 
tirely nude, while nearby was her 
night gown torn into shreds. 
He a 
ce nam ed that she had visited the ne­ 
gro servant for the Melania family 
who lives just across the alley, at 11 
o’clock Friday night. 
She was then 
in the same gown and the negro woman 
said it was entirely whole at tha 
time. 
Estelle told her she was going 
to have company that night. Drops 
of blood on the doorstep at the ser 
\ ants’ house ware found but havt not 
been explained, unless Estelle in her 
fight did some damage to her assail­ 
ant. 
She was a rather small woman 
but would weigh perhaps 150 pound 
and could put up a pretty stiff fight 
for a time. 
The condition of the room indicated 
a struggle. 
The bed had never been 
occupied, everything being a?- m at and 
orderly as could be imagined, but the 
remainder of the roo rn was torn up 
pretty badly. The rug was crum pled 
up, chairs were tossed about and oth­ 
er furniture in a disorderly condi­ 
tion. 
The theory this morning was that 
wrong company came and expressed 
his jealousy in the manner he did, or 
that she was carried away in a myst 
rious automobile that visited the alley 
during the 
night, 
murdered 
anil 
brought back, although the condition 
of the room rather disproves this. 
Estelle was 26 years of ag**, is said 
to have been married but divorced, and 
is reported to have had two children. 
The home of her family is at Mud- 
V ille, but she has bein working

town for five or six years. 
She was

Sheriff Nunn placed two negroes in 
jail this morning and they were ex­ 
amined.

UST KEIR FIGURES 


Assessments for the county of B ra­ 
zos, which are to be audited by the 
county commissioners during the com­ 
ing week and the tax rate fixed, are 
$9,812,721, a decrease of $107,809. As­ 
sessments in road district No. I, the 
Bryan district, are $5,298,037, a de­ 
crease of 
$45,883, 
notwithstanding 
which the tax rate will probably be 53 
cents instead of 55. Assessments in 
road district No. 2, the Millican dis­ 
trict, are $1,484,760, an increase of 
$109,760, and the tax rate will prob­ 
ably be 31 cents. 
One main reason for the decrease 
in the assessed valuations is due to 
the railroads on their intangible as­ 
sets. The intangible assets are fixed 
by the state at full value, but when 
the roads come to pay their taxes in 
counties like Brazos, they claim they 
should be assessed on the basis of oth­ 
er property, 66 2-3 of the real value. 
They have refused to pay on any than 
this basis, and the money has 
been 
received by the county with its res­ 
ervation to file suit if it see fit for 
the balance. The result has been a 
loss of about $1,800 per year in taxes. 
The International and G reat N orth­ 
ern assessment this year is 
reduced 
from about $200,000 to $35,000 on in­ 
tangible assets anti the Gulf, Colora­ 
do and Santa Fe have been assessed 
on their intangibles in this county to 
the amount of $875,000. 
In the fixing of the tax rate 
the 
fact that local option prevails in the 
county will have to be taken into con­ 
sideration. The jury expense of the 
past four years has been $4,300 av­ 
erage per year. Heretofore, this has 
been paid by occupation taxes, which 
largely came from the saloon 
men. 
Now that the saloons have been ren­ 
dered non-existent means to make up 
the deficiency will have to be 
pro­ 
vided, and hence a four 
cents 
tax, 
yielding $3,775, is proposed, it being 
expected that license fees from other 
occupations w'ill make up 
the 
defi­ 
ciency as well as the fact that fewer 
juries will be required in 
criminal 
cases, owing to the presence of pro­ 
hibition.

The local exemption board Thurs­ 
day afternoon 
received 
instructions 
from Provost Marshal General Crow­ 
der, advising them to 
make 
every 
preparation for the registration of ad­ 
ditional men who will be included in 
the extension of the selective service 
act. Prom pt action by congress is an­ 
ticipated and the boards are requested 
to expedite their preliminary arrange­ 
ments. The instructions were sent to 
all local boards throughout the nation. 
General Crowder’s estimate is that 
33 1-3 per cent more clerical help will 
be needed than was used in the June, 
1917, registration. Registrars will be 
named in every precinct. In the m at­ 
ter of providing clerical help the local 
boards are advised that they should 
be guided by their former experience. 
In June, 1917, some of them had more 
than enough help, while others had not 
sufficient. 
In cities of 30,000 or more, a central 
registration committee will be formed 
from among the members of the va­ 
rious local boards. It will be the duty 
of these committees to co-ordinate the 
work of the boards. All boards, and 
especially those in communities where 
there is a large percentage of foreign 
speaking persons, are* advised to have 
available a sufficient number of inter­ 
preters. 
“The task which confronts the state 
organizations and local boards is

great onS,” the telegram states, but 
General Crowder expresses the great­ 
est confidence that it will be success­ 
fully handled.
